, Woman’s Club
Told Of Europe

Three local high school students,who spent last sum-
mer in Europe making their homes with families in each
country, under the American Field Service program, de-
lighted the members of the Torrance Woman’s club with
their intimate reports on their experiences at the club meet-

ing last Wednesday.

The speakers were Mary
Smiley of Torrance High
school, Michael Robbins of
South High and Gerald Dun-
can of North High. They were
presented by Mrs. John Mel-
ville, member of the local
chapter of the American Field
Service.

Mary Smiley lived with a
family in Austria. She de-
scribed their customs, food,
schools and living habits. Mary
said that although the schools
were supposed to be coeduca-
tional, the boys were on one
floor and the girls were on
another. Their classes were
also definitely separated. She
said that discipline was more
strenuous in Austrian schools
and as each student was ad-
dressed by the teacher, he
stood.

No screens were on the
windows in the houses and the
student said that she saw only
one power mower in the town
where she stayed.

She did, however, improve
her German while there, and
gained nine pounds on the
Austrian food.

Michael Robbins spent his
summer in Finland where his
foster father wag a doctor and
his foster mother a dentist.
This was an eighteen room
home and had two maids. To
reach his Finland home, Mich-
ael traveled on four trains and
three ferry boats. He po'ted
out that Finland was beautiful
with its lakes and trees and
that when the people found
out that hg was from near
Hollywood they had all kinds
of questions about the movie
stars.
